can  only  be  supported  by  such  means  as  these. 

A  committee  of  the  legislature  of  Maryland,  have 
reported  a  re.-olution  “that  it  is  inexpedient  to  inter¬ 
fere  at  this  time  with  the  system  of  state  lotteries.” 

The  grand  jury  of  Washington  co.,  D.  C.,  have  pre¬ 
sented  the  vending  of  lottery  tickets,  and  the  whole 
lottery  system  as  public  nuisances,  and  demoralizing 
to  the  community. 

Several  of  the  state  legislatures  have  decreed  the 
abolition  of  lotteries,  persuaded  that  their  infloerice  is 
mo.st  pernicious  to  the  morals  of  the  community  ;  and 
although  the  revenues  of  the  states  might  be  much 
increased  by  the  taxes  which  the  thirst  for  this  species 
of  gambling  enables  the  venders  of  lottery  tickets  to 
pay,  they  have  wisely  chosen  not  “fo  curse  the  fiscal 
chest  with  the  wages  of  iniquity,”  nor  lo  render  licit 
in  the  public  eye,  that  which  contravenes  in  spirit, 
the  statutes  of  the  G'reat  Lawgiver.  But  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Maryland  legislature  have  come  to  a 
different  conclusion,  and  assign  the  following  reasons 
for  their  opinion;  “the  lott^'ry  system  is  not  properly 
chargeable  with  the  evils”  ascribed  to  it — that  “  it  is 
impracticable  to  prevent  the  citizens  of  Maryland  from 
purchasing  or  selling  lottery  tickets,  whilst  they  are 
permitted  to  be  sold  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
in  adjoining  states,”  &.c.  and  therefore  they  conclude 
that  vice  had  better  be  lefially  than  illegally  perpe¬ 
tuated  !  They  also  state  that  they  have  been  indebted 
.to  lottery  brokers  for  the  statements  xvith  reference  to 
which  their  opinions  have  been  formed.  Th'**  ®
